QUAKE CALLED WORST IN YEARS 


Buildings Thrown Out of Plumb 


-and Cracked—Felt As Far 


As Utah and Arizona 


Los Angles, CaL, April 21.—A gen- 


eral earthquake shock felt through- 
out southern. California at 3:30 this 
afternoon practically destroyed the 
little town of Hemet, "5 miles south 
of Riverside, and did damage in a 
score of other towns and cities. Only 
two deaths were reported early to- 
night but many persons were Injured 
by shattered plate glass or objects 
shaken from buildings. 


At San Bernardino the quake was 


said by old residents to be the worst 
in years. Scores of plate glass win- 
dows were broken, a hundred feet of 
brick wall from one low building fell 
into the street and several other walls 
were cracked. 


There was a panic at the ball 


grounds where a. game was in pro- 
gress ana one man was hurt in the 
r«sh to escape. Another, running out 
of a theatre into a street was struck 
by a passing automobile and seriously 
injured.
